raised, reducing the loss to less than 
13 per cent. 
It has been estim ated 
that

third to one-half of all chicks die Inf­ 
low they reach the age of ten weeks, 
according to Berley W inton, 
author 
of the new circular.

small 
per 
rentage of this m ortality is unavoid­ 
able, but 
farm ers 
who 
follow 
the 
methods recommended by the College 
raise approxim ately 
nine-tenths 
of 
their chicks to m aturity. 
The essen 
tial practices used in 
this 
method 
are: 
(1) H atch before 
May 
first; 
(2) Raise on clean, fresh range; (3) 
Feed a growing ratino; 
(4) 
Brood 
each hatch separately; (5) Separate 
cockerels and pulltes; (6)

roomy, sanitary quarters.

At the close of the World 
War, 
which was at the time the 
Missouri 
road building program was 
getting 
its real impetus, thr Federal Govern­ 
ment had on hand a large 
quantity 
of surplus war motor equipment and 
supplies which were available to the 
States. 
The 
Highway 
Department 
was fortunate in securing this mater­ 
ial at that time, as, 
unquestionably, 
receipt of these surplus w ar supplies 
allowed the limited road funds, 
then 
available, to he spent for other pur­ 
poses. 
The material received 
from 
the 
War Department consisted of several 
hundred trucks, a number of tractors, 
and cars. 
Several carloads of picks, 
shovels, mattocks, bolts, nails, rope, 
etc., were received. 
A large supply 
of shop equipment, tools, and build­ 
ing material were alloted to this de­ 
partment.

from sQrplus government 
w ar sup­ 
plies. 
It was necessary to erect this 
building in order to have a storehouse 
for the miscellaneous supplies secur­ 
ed from (he Federal Government. 


The department was fortunate 
in 
securing from the 
Government, 
in 
surplus war material, a number 
of 
athes, presses, grinders and 
other 
modern 
garage or shop 
tools.

portion of the building, which 
was 
erected from the 
material

Planting too close to a building is a 
most common mistake. 
Avoid the use of too many shrubs

There should be variety

“If you want a handy kitchen, have 
Miss Fra Clark of the Missouri Col­ 
lege of Agriculture plan it for you”, 
is the counsel of Mrs. Ed Bird, home­ 
maker of Dade County. 
“At a cost of 
$248.70 for new materials, my 
un­ 
handy kitchen was modernized and a 
bathtub and lavatory were installed 
in the extra space. 
“ We had a bathtub, hot water tank 
and some piping given to us some five 
or six years ago but could never find 
a place to put the 
tub. 
Miss 
Clark 
solved this problem. 
To begin with 
we had a kitchen made from a north 
porch but the stove pipe ran 
clear 
across the diningroom to a Hue. 
In 
the new plan, a flue was built on the 
north side of the kitchen. 
“The kitchen was sixteen feet long 
and seven feet deep. 
One end of this 
was cut off for the 
bathroom 
with 
one door leading to the kitchen and 
the other to the medroom. 
A lavora- 
tory was also installed. The bathroom 
is painted white on the lower 
walls 
and light pink on the upper. 


“A four-foot extension to the kitch­ 
en was made on the east end. 
This 
was roofed with 
tin 
and 
ceilinged 
with rock 
board. 
The 
old, 
bulky 
cook stove was discarded and a new 
small one purchased to heat the water 
in the hot water tank. 
A four-burner 
oil stove was installed beneath one of 
the three new windows and a 
shelf, 
made from the top 
of the

tabinet, placed above it. The old sink

boards was placed at

end

neath a window. 
The kitchen

was painted green and the woodwork 
enamelled in ivory.

Later in the season, the 
amount of corn should be reduced to 
200 pounds and the cotton seed meal 
or other pprotein supplement increas­ 
ed up to 100 pounds. 
A small field of Sudan grass will 
provide good pasture that will help 
to tide over the 
August-Septeniber 
pasture shortage, according to Kiting. 
A limed field with 25 pounds of Su­ 
dan seed drilled per acre will provide 
a good crop and will pasture up 
to 
two head per acre. 
This will help to 
keep the cows 
in 
better 
condition 
and will lessen the fall slump result­ 
ing from the pasture shortage. 
Delay in turning the cows on pas­ 
ture is advisable as it will give 
the 
grass a good start and will help 
to 
put the pasture in 
good 
prdouctive 
condition. 
Cows should not be turn­ 
ed on to the grass except for short 
periods at first as full feeds of grass 
result in “grass milk" with a strong 
taste and the milk may prove unsal­ 
able until the animals 
have become 
accustomed to pasture feeding. Grad­ 
ual pasturing helps to overcome this 
[difficulty as the change in taste is less 
evident.
